THE WAR OUTLOOK. 


By the time these words appear 
in print. it seems more than likely 
that major hostilities as between 
the Chinese and the Japanese at 
Shanghai will have broken out, 
with consequences which no-one 
enn foresee, There were hopes 
When delegates fom both sides met 
for the first time in the French 
Conerssian on Thursday that an 

rniti-hour vealixsation of the 
folly of continuing the warfare 
would have saved the situation. 
Gohupplty, these hopes have not 
materinlised, “In view of the 
sweeping nature of the Japanese 
demands, this is not surprising. 
After all, Japan's defenee of her 
action in Shanghai has hitherto 
rested on the alleged necessity of 
takinig measures for the protec- 
tion of her nationals there; but 
the terms of the rejected ultima- 
tum go much further than any- 
thing which can be possibly re- 
quired for thls purpose. We need 
only elite the deminds for the per- 
manent dismantling of the Woo- 
sung and Paoshan Forts, and the 
permament withdrawal of all 
Chinese troopr to twenty  kilo- 
metres) from Shanghai on both 
sides of the Whangpoo River and 
twenty kilometres from the mouth 
of the river, to estublish that 
point. ; ‘ 

It is interesting and somewhat 
puzzling to ‘understand why the 
Japanese have such a “hate” on 
the 19th Route Army, composed 
of Cantoncse troops who have 
hitherto borne the brunt of the 
enemy attnek. The Chinese, of 
course, say that this is so because 


‘the 19th Army haa been such an 


obstacle to the invaders. Almost 
from the start, howevor, the Japan- 
ese have been suggesting that 
thise particular troops are undis- 
ciplined, that they are not under 
the ‘contro! of the Nanking Gov- 
ernment, by whom, indeed, thoy 
are auspect. Thit point was taken 
further yoaterday by an assertion 
by the Jnpancse delegate at 
Gonova that this -particular Army 
contnins many Communist ele- 
ments ond that the Nanking Gov-

it, Jsolating it and watching ita 
movements. This allegation is 
intriguing, but if there is -any 
truth on the latter part of the 
stntoment It will como os a great 
surprise, even if.on the sitrfice

The ‘suggestion that these troops 
are Communists fs no tess surprin- 
ing. They are Chan Ming-shu's 
men, tnd he has been anything but 
a Communist and was certainly 
pro-Nankime in the split. be. 
tween Canton and = Nanking. 
Incidentally, very lfttle has been 
heard of him since the Shanghai 
trouble began. The same may be 
said of most of China‘s. lenders. 
Thin makes it hard to appreciate 
what Is happening — fn 
Chinese pofitica in regard to the 
Shanghai upheaval, 

There have been hints thrown 
out latterly which have created 
some mystery concerning the at- 
titude of Chiang Kai-shek, A 
Chinese report from Shanghai re- 
cently went so fur ns te atate that 
Chiang had secretly entered into 
an agreement with Japan to re- 
renin from sending any of his 
troops to Shanghai and that he 
iv willing to. settle Sinu-dapinese 
iksues with Japan ff and when the 
Cantonese troops are driven ‘back, 
Another report, also from Chinese 
sources, stated that Chiang 
cently ordered eight planes which 
should have yone te Shanghal to 
remain in Nanking, How 9 much 
truh there is in th assertions it 
hard to say, They may 
totally at yarlance with facets, but 
it in not without some significance 
that Chiang has remained remark- 
ably silent) during the whole 
trouble. What ia more a Tokyo 
message of n couple of days ago 
atated that Japan's ultimatum was 
expected to apply only to the 19th 
Army, and net Chiang Kai-shek's 
troops, Maybe the exact position 
of Chiang will be made clear very 
shortly. In the meantime, it Is 
the subject of much speculation.

In Cockney Coming Into 
Ite Own? 

Hervever unflattering an opinion 
fie outside workt may cherish of 
the corkney xpeeeh of Londen, no 
Londoner who uses it, as is well 
known, is in any way ashamed of 
it. Quite the contrary. Though 
Oxford or Cambridge or some 
other university may impart cul- 
ture to his speech, though the 
exigencies of business or politics 
may make it expedient for him to 
guurd against lapsing into the 
nitchless paradise of Bast ‘am, he 
will often affectionately return to 
it whenever the necessity. for ex- 
pressing himself in his superim- 
posed dialect has.pasaed. Further. 
even many of those “Londoners 
whose speech has always ran tn 
the standardized channels of flaw- 
lesa English are extremely fond of 
the unpolished speech of , their 
streets. It is, indeed, this general 
regard for the cockney’s dialect 
that perhaps best explaing why 
have taken so 
keen an interest in the recently 
propounded theory that cockney 
was introduced toe London by 
Charles If and Nell Gwynne, and 
that liter, when it became popu- 
Inr, it was abandoned by — the 
fashionable world, though faith- 
fully preserved to this day by, the 
East End inhabitant. It must be 
admitted, however, that the su- 
thority who is responsible for thls 
attempted vindication of cockney 
is careful to hint at the errors 
inherent in all theorles, und espe- 
cially in those that attempt to ex- 
plain the mysterious origin of 
dialects. On the other hand, it 
is difficult not to sympathize with 
the cockney Londoner, for being 
flattered at so romnntic an. origin 
of -his much-abused speech. Nor 
ia it any wonder that, having at- 
tnined to so exalted a parentage, 
an attempt should be made to fore- 
enst the restoration of cockney 
among the circles from which it 
originally sprang. .For, so the in- 
gxenfoua argument runs, since the 
radio is rapidly making Oxford

AND THE LAW. 


Responsibility for Strangers’ 


Interference. | - 


In two previous articles in these 
columns of The Morris Owner | 
have dealt with the questions. of 
the Hinbilities of Uhe owner of a 
ear for) damage done by his 
friends when driving his car, and 
for damage done by his servants, 
and in this article I propose to take 
my reader a step farther and deal 
with the liability of the motorist 
for damage which result from the 
interference of some stranger or 
third party. 


People frequently express Rul 
prise when ‘shown reports of cases 
where the Court has held a man 
responsible for some damage which 
hos arisen while his frienda were 
driving his car;-has held him re- 
sponsible, in fact, for the negligent 
driving of his friend. Their asto- 
nishment, — imagine, will be in- 
erensed when they Jearn. that a 


‘man may even be made Hable to 


compensiite people who have sus. 
tnined oa loss as a result of a 


third party or total strauger in- 
terfering with his ear and causing 
the damage complained of. Yet 
such is the fact, as the following 
instance clearly shows, 


The Parked Car. 


The case 1 refer to (Martin v. 
Stanborough) was heard in 1924 
and is reported at length in The 
Timer Law Reports. Briefly the 
facts ure these: the defendant 
was the owner of a alx-cylinder 
Buick, which was driven by his 
chauffeur, About one o'clock’ ond 
afternoon early in September he 
left the car standing: on Marine 
Parade in Brighton, in charge of 
the chauffour. Availing himself 
of the chance, the chauffeur went 
of to yet something to eat, - but 
before doing so made sure thot 
the hand brake was properly 
applied, and in addition placed a 
block of wood under the near 
front wheel. In all probability, 
had no one interfered with ft, he 
would have found the car snfe ‘and 
sound and in exactly the ‘same 
position when he returned from 
his lunch: at any rate, that was 
what he contemplited, - 


Actually, «small boy about ten 
yeara old climbed into the car and 
as n-result’ of his mischfevous 
tampering {tran backwards down 
Portland Place, crosaed the pave- 
ment ond ran Into a wall, the rear 
-wheels mounting — tho wall and 
breaking down nbout aixtcen feet 
of the railings. The Court could 


mt discover whet the child did, 


but it was evident that he. had 
been playing: with this and that, 
for the sidelights, which were 
tarned off when it was left, were 
turned on when the car was found, 


Moral Insanity. 


The boy, it seems, was suffering 
from “moral iusanity, which 
rendered him more mischievous 
than other children sf his age.” 


Also it ought te be mentioned 
that on a previous ocension the 
car had run down Portland Plyce, 
and that probably explains why a 
block pf wood was placed under the 
wheel. 


So much for the facts, and upon 
them the owner of the wall sought 
to recover damages from the owner 
of the car, 


The County Court judge who 
first tried the case found that the 


car Was left in an unsafe position 
and in such a condition that a 
mischievous boy might have caused 
the accident: that the accident 
wus caused by the intervention of 
the boy, though it was impossible:

‘As I have previously pointed out,

driver on a, minor road when ap- 
proaching a major rond to go dend 
slow and to give way to traffic on 
Minor Ronds Should Be 
Clearly Marked. 

In other words, as long as the 
motorist who wishes to enter the 
mnjor road does 80 dead slowly. 
‘and na long as he endeavours to 
xive way to any traffic that may 
be approaching the cross-rond on 
the main thoroughfare, he has 
complied with the code. 

It can be Imagined what might 
happen if two cars using the main 
road were passing cach other at 
the crossroads when ao third car 
suddenly appeared from’ a minor 
road. An accident is bound to 
occur, and it is most probable 
that at the inquest it would be 
stated that one of these cars was 
being driven at an excessive specd. 

But words will not mend broken 
fimbs and if the law had placed the 
onus of avoiding an accident on 
the driver entering the main road, 
it is certain that he would have 
done so with the greatest possible 
caution, 

In any case, whether the desired 
law is passed or. not, all minor 
roads should be clearly marked as 
such, since when driving over 
atrange country it is at times very 
dificult to know whether one is 
using a Recondary road or not,

Mr. B. Horne, a surveyor of 
main ronds to the Gloucestershire 
County Council, writes: i 

I have read your article with 
very great interest, having motor- 
ed almost daily for twenty-eight 
years, and been making and mend- 
ing roads for over forty. 

You mention that the Highway 
Code states that no vehicle has a 
right of why to crosa-roads. 
This {8 correct only an certain 
circumstances, 

Section 48 of the Road Traffe 
Act, 1930, provides for the er. 
tion of priority notices, which may 
be placed on subsidiary roads, and 
bear the inscription ‘Dead Slow.” 
Section 49 makes it an’ offence to 
fynore such signs. Consequently 
the user of major ronds_ takes 
priority over the user of sub- 
sidiary roads 

This is an excellent provision, as 
it confers practical immunity upon 
the user of main roads, at the 
same time placing a serious 
liability upon the motorist. who 
disregards the sign. 

it is to be regretted that more 
of these priority signs are not 
erected, and motorists mado aware 
of the fact that {t {a a serious 
offence to “more than crawl out” 
of side roads. . 

The use of these signs should be 
adopted throughout Great Britain. 

Nothing is more confusing to 
drivers than a road: with a junction 
in the shape of a Y. Proper clasai- 
fication of these roads is espential. 
I am continually receiving lettera 
asking which vehicle has the right 
of way at such Junctions, 

Another correspondent writes: 

“I suggest that, at all cross- 
roads, the ronds should be graded 
“A” and “B" according to the 
volume of traffic normally carricd, 
and that 50 yards from the crosa- 
ing all “B" roads should carry o 
sign incorporating that letter. 

It should be made a traffic re- 
gulation that in every case the 
onus of avoiding an accident 
should Jie on the user of the “B" 
road. : 

It appears to me that this would, 
once and for all, settle the question 
of precedence. It should almost 
eliminate cross-road accidents, as 
the user-of- the--"B"-road.-- would, 
be in no doubt aa to hia position,

and caution would bo cnjoinod on 
thim by the knowledge that, should 
anything happen, he would be “for 
i,” unless he could prove thera 
‘Wan gross negligence on the part 
of tho other driver.

per rear Inmp was altered, I 
strongly advise drivers whode’ carr 
freinot fitted wtih a dimming or 
dipping device not to switch olf 
both headlamps, for there Is grave 
danger of running down cyclists 
If they do. 2 

To those motorists who cannot 
afford to have their hendlamp: con- 
verted to dip or dim, -I recom- 
Mend the following: The offatde 
hendlamp can be wired to a 
separate switch, which chn be 
turned off when traffic is approach. 
Ing. The angle of the near-sice 
headlamp should be slightly altered 
ro that the light shines more to 
the left-hand side of the rond than 
it did formerly. ° 

The approaching: motorist. would 
then not ‘be: inconvenienced by 
glare, while the left headight 
would enable one to sce cyclists or 
pedestrians. The cost of tho 
alteration fs only a few. shillings. 

Many motorista will haze 
wondered why there are occasions 
when their lights do not pick out 
a cyclist’s rear reflector until they 
are practically on top of him, and 
yet ot other times these reflectors 
can be seen a long distance ahend. 

I mentioned this recently to the 
chairman of one of our largest 
cycle factories, ‘and he told me 
that this is due solely to the 
quality of tne reflector, He says 
he insists on high-grade reficctors 
for all his machines, and suggests 
that there should be o standard 
which these accessories should 
reach before they are accept] us 
curplying with the law, 

Cyclists should also be made to 
keep their reficctors clean enough 
to be visible, just as every 
motorist has to do with hin num- 
ber plates, 

I have no wish to make the lot 
of the cyclist an unhappy one, but 
the fraternity has been the causa 
of many ‘fatal accidents, The 
motorist must insure agninst third 
party riska, but there js no such 
obligniion upon the cycl'st, If he 
is responsible for an accident the 
motorist has no chines of obtain- 
ing compensation. . 

“Moreover, the cyclist pays no 
rond tax, so the least he can do 
is to refrain from imperilling other 
people and himecif.

HUNDREDS OF PONIES! 
EVACUATED. ~~ 


People of Shanghat have now 
to the aight of 
a continual atrenm of refugees 
pouring in from tho fighting areas. 
But the sight of hundreds upon 
hundreds of ‘ponies wending their 
way through the Settlement struck 
an entirely unfamiliar note. 

few days ago they could be scen 
walking in single file—a fle 80 
long that it sccmed-to be nevers 
ending. They also had been for- 
ced to leave their comfortable 
homes, and each one carried his’ 
blankets on his back. They also 
knew not whence they were Roink 
nor where they would bo able to 
get shelter and .their-next meal. 


The majority of the ponies were 
tho proporty of well-known Chin- 
ese owners who race on a large 
scale, and the possibility of « pro- 
spective Dorby winner being hit 
by a shell was nota pleasant one. 
In view of these facta, the Inter- 
national Recreation Club decided 
to order an evacuation of all 
ponies, 


In the Nick of Time, 


Little did they realise as they 
walked calmly through Shanghai 
what a narrow escape they had 
had, They got out just in the 
riick of time, Soon after the 
ponien had departed from the dan- 
ger zone'n bomb, anid to have been 
dropped by one of the Japanese 
planes, demolished eight atables; 
four stables in the first block, and 
four in tho fourth block within the 
compound. Luck was theirs, for 
when the bomb was dropped the 
stables had already been deserted, 
nnd none of the ponies was hurt 


The finding of stables for such 
o vast number of ponies at such 


short notice presented a very dff- 
ficult Eroblem. Tho IRC. and 
the Chinese Jockey Club found 
the Shanghal Raco Club ready -to 
assist them In every possiblo way. 
Most of the big Chinese owners, 
glad to seo thelr precfous race 
ponies still anfo and sound {im- 
mediately téok charge of their 
animals, and they were put Into 
hurriedly erected mat sheds. 


Five hundred are boing sent to’ 
the Loong Fei Live Stock promisca 
at Gordon Road. Tho Grent West- 


ern Riding School are also stab-}. 


ling a great number of the refugeo 
ponies. The Shanghai Race Club 
is’ arranging to build about 800 
eal on vacant Innd close to the 
Slub. 


‘According to n statement made 
by Mr. Y. 8, Day, Secretary of the 
International Recreation Club, all 
the ponics that have been evacunt- 
on will be under cover in a day or

Crowd at Race Track. 


In view of thin sudden influx of 
ponies into Shanghai, it is inter- 
esting to recall ‘a recent enlculn- 
tion that wile made of the number 
of ponies which aro daily exercised 
on the Shanghai Race counted in 
one morning: There ore now an 
additional eight or nine hundred 
ponies to be exercised. With con- 
ditions as they are at present, 
there is practically no open: sphee 
for riding except the Race Course 
track. To. say that the latter 
will be somewhat overcrowded is 
putting ft mildly. . 


Ags soon as the refugees from 
Kinngwan -have recovered from 
their hurried fight to aafety, they 
will require ¢xercise.

China Datiy Newa compositor, a 
Stangsu man, who, joining up with 
a fellow worker, opencd a litle 
printing office in Peking Road 
with onc machine and a few cnacs 
of type.
